Whien a Dojninion 
general election is called the country 
is all excitenrent and men of all 
partics throw themselves into the 
contest with whole-hearted» earmest- 
ness and a determination to secure 
the triumph of those principles and 
policies which, in their judgment, are 
essential to the well-being and’ pros- 
perity of the state.

Live Stock Shortage 


European Live Stock Decreases Ten 
Times Total gf Canada’s 
Herds 
An enormous deficiency in the 
stock of food animals in the principal 
European countries has occurred in 
the past four years of war, during 
which period production was neces- 
sarily hampered, while consumption 
by the armies probably more than 
made up for the decreased consump- 
tion of the civilian population. The 
fighting men had to have plenty of 

meat. 

The estimated dedhease in Europ- 
ean live stock since the war, not 
counting Atstria-Hungary and the 
Balkans, is made up as follows: : 

Cattle, 28,080,000; sheep, 54,500,000; 


hogs, 32,425,000; total, 115,005,000, 

Last census Canada’s total live 
stock numbered as follows: 

Cattle, 6,526,113; sheep, 2,174,300; 
hogs, 3,634,778; total, 12,335,191, 

In other words the decrease in 


Europe is nearly ten times the total 
live stock population of Canada, 
cqunting only those leading  coun- 
tries from which figures are available.

Mine Sweepers Will Be Busy 


Have Worked*Silently.and Fearlessly 
~~ During War 

London, — British mine sweepers 
will have their hands full for some 
time in carrying out clause 24 of the 
armistice, which provides that the as- 
sociated governments sliMll have the 
right to sweep up all mine fields and 
obstruction laid by Germany outside 
territorial waters, the positions of 
which are to besindicated by the Ger- 
mans, 

Throughout the war these mine 
sweepers have been doing, . silently 
and fearlessly, a notable work, When 
he war began the British navy had 
only a small fleet of sweepers, but 
the mine-laying operations of the 
enemy and the counter-mining of the 
allies made imperative the employ- 
larger number of 
vessels. As fast as possible, small 
craft of various kinds were put into 
the service. Around the British Isles 
alone about 700 vessels have been 
used. a 

Each month’ the mine sweepers 
have combed 46,000 miles of water, 
To do this they steamed a total of 
1,132,000 miles. 

In 1916, 21,000 mines were removed 
with a loss of fifty-one mine sweep- 
ers, In 1917 43,000 mines were swept 
up and 89 mine sweepers were lost. 
In 1918, up to the end of September, 
1,400 “mines were swept up and 19 
mine sweepers lost.. —-

Ottawa. —. Operations of the Can- 
adian railway troops in the field were 
of the ison importance in connee- 
tion the final advance, and a 
summary of the work recciftd by the 
department of militia deals with this 
feature of the signing of the armis- 
tice. 


with 


During the inonth of November the 
Canadian railway troops laid 368 
miles of track, all of which was in 
the area evacuated by the enemy and 
necessary to aid in the advance for 
the forwarding of food and other 
supplies, It was necessary in that 
time to repair-300 miles of grade. 

To perform this work there was a 
force of 6,783 men of the Canadian 
railway troops, aided by 9,980 men 
attached from other units, a Vdaily 
working force of 16,703 being em- 
ployed on railway work under Cana- 
dian direction, 


In addition to this force there were 


employed for maintenance duties 1,- 
139; . 

The care of narrow guage lines re- 
quired 1,231 men, for construction and 
maintenance, 1,358.- In all, a force of 
20,661 was required to furthef the 
activities of the Canadian tailway 
troops, ns 

The report on the work for No- 
vember comnients that at the be- 
gifining of November, while the ene-!} 


my was retiring very rapidly and was 
being hard pressed by our ‘advancing 
troops, he yet managed to carry out 
a very systematic demolition of rail- 
way lines and bridges. In order to 
cope with this all the battalions of 
the Canadian railway troops, with the 
exception of a few small detachments, 
were concentrated on standard gauge 
reconstruction work, for the . mostd¢ 
part in-the area between Le Cateau} 
and Turcoing. 

Dealing with the actiow of the en- 
emy, the report continues: 

“The enemy, in his retirement, used 
three methods in the. demolition of 
railways: firstly, by the use of a track | 
destroyer, which tore up the  rails| 
and bunched the ties together in such 
a manner that to, relay the track it 
was necessary to remove the rails 
from the ties, lift the ties, take out 
the ballast and then relay ties 
steel and ballast. 

“The second method was to blow 
out every joint on each track. In 
this way one end of each rail was 
damaged and before it could be used 
again it was necessary to cut and re- 
drill the damaged end. The third 
method was to place mines in the 
grade at a distance of about one “‘hun- 
dred yards apart. These mines, 
which sometimes took the form of 
heavy trench motar or airplane bombs 
caused large craters in the grade and 
all the track and ties surrounding the 
crater were absolutely demolished, 

“In some instances the enemy used 
all three methods, while in others ap- 
parently there was only time to use 
one method, Gontinual difficulty was 
experienced with delay action mines. 
These had been. placed in important 
places, such as road crossings, bridge 
abutments, culverts, etc., and the re- 
pairing of the track and rebuilding 
the bridges entailed -very heavy work 
A considerable amount of time and 
expense was sayed by salving mater- 
ial from damaged steel bridges and 
using it for reconstruction. Broken 
girders were taken out by the use of 
oxyacetylene welders, Temporary 
abutments were placed and _ trestle 
piers made to receive tlis shortened 
girders, the remaining part of 
spans being made up of timber,” 

The report mentioned that all the 
gaps in the required standard gauge 
lines have been completed up to un- 
destroyed lines in the territory re-

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SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSO 


LESSON FOR JANUARY 
MOSES THE DELIVERER 
d OF ISRAEL . 


While the oppression of God's peo- 
ple was heading up, in the providence 
of God a deliverer was being prepar- 
ed to take up the task at the oppor- 
tune hour, Moses was first trained at 
his mother’s knee, then in Pharaoh's 
court and finally under God’s itnme- 
diate hand in the desert. {Che latter 
was an indispensable part of his train- 
ing. His learning in the wisdom of 
the Egyptiins was helpful, but tvith- 
eut the immediate tutorship of God 


he would have been a failure, All 
who are used of God must spend 
some time in the retirement of his 


presence, Two notable examples are 
Paul in Arabia and John on Patmos. 

1, The Lord Speaks to Moses in 
the Burning ‘Bush (vy. 1-6). 

It was while keeping the flock of 
his father-in-law in the desert that 
the Lord appeared to Moses, Had he 
remained in Pharaoh’s palace he. nev- 
er could have had the vision of the 
burning bush. This bush enveloped 
in flames, yet unconsumed, symboliz- 
ed the people of God enswathed in 
the very fire of God, or God dwelling 
in the midst of an_ elect people. 
Moses steps aside to bthold this 
strange sight, but must be taught the 
essential lesson of the proper ap- 
proach to God. We now can ap- 
proach God with boldness through 
Jesus Christ (Hebrews 10:19). Our 
God is a consuming fire. No evil can 
be permitted in his presence (Joshua 
7; Acts 5). The Lord did not leave 
him long in suspense. He told him 
he was the God of his fathers, the 
covenant God. As soon as he knew 
it was God who was speaking to him 
he hid his face. The sight of God 
always causes sinful men to hide 
(Isaiah 6:5).~ 

2. Moses Commissioned as the De- 
liverer-wf His People (3:7-10), 

In the preamble of this cemmission 
God said to Moses: “I have seen the 
affliction of my people.” This is al- 
ways true (Psalms 22:24; 34:4, 6; Isa- 
iah, 63:9), “I have heard their cry.” 
Not a cry ever goes up from a child 
of God unheard by him, “I have 
comé down to deliver them out of the 
hands of the Egyptians.” This shows 
that God is actively interested in the 
cause of his people. He graciously 
obligates himself; (1) To deliver them 
out of the hands of the Egyptian# 
Egypt may be considered a type of 
the world; the oppression, a type of 
sin’s bondage; and Pharaoh, a type 
of the devil. God delivers his own

from the hands of the devil (Colos- 
sians 1:13). (2) To bring them up 
out of the land. God does not de-

given. This new name is “I Am.” 
This name is from the Hebrew verb
